Changes in- Regulations An-' 
nounced by “Ontario. — 
Gazette Sie 


— 

TORONTO, Sept. 14 —A number 
of changes in the Ontario Liquor 
Control regulations were announced 
by Chief Commissioner D, B. Han- 
ne through the Ontario Gasette. 
These new regulations, which °were 
approved by Order-In-Councli on 
August 31, among other things, 
bring the’sale of hattye wines ‘under 
tho jurisdiction of the Liquor Board, 
allow yacht owners, subject to the 
consent of the board. to consume ll- 
quor. aboard «thelr veesels; » provide 
tho board with authority to prohibit 
a hotel proprietor from drinking we 
quor in his rooms, and establish a 
new feo for Crown Attorneys prose- 
cuting under the new Liquor Act. 

Wine Regulation 

Tho new regulation on native 
wines empowers the board to deter- 
mine the quantity of wine that may 
be sold at any time to a purchaser: 


upon, and to cancel or suspend such 
2 permit at any time with or with- 
out a hearing. The same regula- 


not be sold to any person against 
whom an order or Interdiction has 
been Issued.

A short time before the telephone 
was invented: a prominent engincer 
refused the position of Director of the 
U. 3. Patent Office for the reason 
that all of the worthwhile inventions 
had already been made. 

Thia incident shows how dificult 
the business of prophecy is and it 
also explains thé boldness of the 
heading of this article, snys Tissue 
Town Talks. There are many things 
that havent as yet been made from 
Paper, but who will be so rash as to 
gay that there is anything that can't 
be made from it? 

Already paper is belag used tor 
the marafacture of rugs ané carpets 
and for high-grade furniture. Bottles 
are made from it and buckets and 
barréls, It has outstripped both 
shingles and sheet steel as a roofing 
material, and it is even better than 
steel for machine gears and Pullman 
car wheels.
